THE  .RIO    NEWS 


Rio  de  Janeiro,  October  25th,  1892. 

The  financial  situation  is  still  full  of 
uncertainty.  If  we  could  be  sure  that 
Congiess  would  act  intelligently  on  the 
banka  of  issue  question  and  that  the 
minister  of  finance  would  he  content  to  let 
a  subject  alone  of  which  he  knows  less  than 
nothing,  then  it  would  be  possible  to 
predict  a  steady  recovery  from  this  time 
forward.  Unfortunately,  however,  there  are 
in  Congress  too  many  conflicting  interests 
and  too  little  appreciation  of  the  gravity  of 
the  situation  to  warrant  an  expectation  of 
sound  legislation.  The  average  congress- 
man can  not  be  made  to  see  that  a  radical 
financial  evil  can  not  be  cured  by  a  mere  act 
of  parliament  ;  in  his  eyes  the  "let  it  be, 
proclaimed"  of  Congress  is  enough  to  solve 
every  question,  whether  social,  economic  or 
financial.  If  he  makes  a  mistake,  he  invar- 
iably insists  on  forcing  a  solution  by  going 
ahead,  instead  of  retracing  his  steps.  Under 
these  conditions,  we  can  really  hope  for 
very  little  relief  from  Congress ;  the  best 
promise  for  the  future  lies  in  its  doing 
nothing.  So,  too,  with  the  minister  of 
finance ,  I  If  he  could  be  induced  to  follow 
the  example  of  his  predecessor,  all  would  be 
well.  But  he  insists  on  talking  and  on 
inventing  remedies,  and  he  will  inevitably 
fall  into  a  labyrinth  of  confusion  from 
which  there  will  be  no  honorable  escape. 
A  minister  who  openly  accuses  certain 
foreign  banks  of  being  the  cause  of  exchange 
speculations,  and  who  sees  safety  for  the 
country  in  the  union  of  two  practically 
bankrupt  corporations,  is  certainly  not  a 
safe  leader  in  an  emergency  like  this.  The 
situation  is  most  critical,  and  it  needs  a 
serious  man  of  business  to  guide  the  country 
through  it.  Is  it  not  possible  to  find  such  a 
in  an  ? 


Although  we  have  made  repeated  in- 
quiries from  parties  likely  to  be  well-in- 
formed on  the  subject,  we  can  find  no 
confirmation  of  the  cable  report  of  the 
Brazilian  minister  at  Washington  as  to  the 
reappearance  of  cholera  in  New  York. 
Either  his  telegram  gave  incorrect  informa- 
tion, or  was  mistakenly  interpreted  here,  or 
else  the  shipping  and  commercial  world  is 
inexplicably  ignorant  of  a  state  of  things 
which  could  not  easily  be  concealed. 
There  had  been  only  four  or  five  sporadic 
cases  of  cholera  in  New  York  up  lo  our 
latest  newspaper  dates,  and  these  were  so 
promptly  and  effectively  treated  and  isolated 
that  no  harm  had  resulted  from  them. 
There  was  110  fear  on  the  part  of  those  com- 
petent to  decide,  that  New  York  would  be 
visited  by  an  epidemic.  The  sanitary 
authorities  were  active  and  vigilant,  and 
they  had  abundant  resources  at  their  com- 
mand to  meet  any  emergency.  All  the 
best  newspapers  were  of  one  opinion  on 
this  question,  aithough  a  few  sensational 
political  sheets  were  trying  to  manufacture 
campaign  material  out  of  theadministration 
of  the  sanitary  board.  The  alarming  re- 
ports and  sensational  stories  published  by 
those  newspapers  deceived  no  one,  unless 
perhaps  the  Brazilian  minister.  If  the 
government  lias  received  no  confirmation  of 
the  telegram  which  led  to  the  reimposition 
of  quarantine  against  New  York,  it  ought 
at  once  to  verify  the  report  and  remove  the 
quarantine  in  case  a  mistake  has  been  com- 
mitted.    It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the 


press  would  h**f  given  us  the  news 
promptly  in  cut1  cholera  existed  there, 
particularly  that  Dirt  of  the  press  which  is 
hostile  to  everything  connected*  with  the 
United  Statei,  As  nothing  has  been  pub- 
lished here,  and  as  we  have  found  no 
telegraphic  news  of  that  character  in  our 
River  Plate  exchanges,  we  must  conclude 
that  the  news  agencies  are  ignorant  of  the 
existence  of  cholera  in  that  city.  The 
government  will  permit  us,  therefore,  to 
doubt  the  accuracy  of  the  information  upon 
which  it  is  maintaining  quarantine  against 
the  port  of  New  York.  In  view  of  the  im- 
possibility of  meeting  the  quarantine 
requirements  of  Brazil  without  incurring 
disastrous  losses  and  delays—because  of  the 
obligation  to  come  down  to  Ilha  Grande 
for  inspection  and  fumigation— the  govern- 
ment ought  not  to  impose  a  single  restriction 
unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary.  At 
present  the  American  steamers  are  obliged 
to  bring  all  their  northern  ports  cargo  down 
to  Ilha  Grande,  and  then  carry  it  back, 
merely  to  meet  a  requirement  which  could 
just  as  well  be  satisfied  at  Pari  as  here.  If 
there  is  a  real  epidemic  of  cholera  to  guard 
against,  then  the  parties  interested  will  bear 
the  burden  without  complaint,  but  it  is 
highly  unjust  to  require  the  same  of  them 
when  cholera  does  not  actually  exist.

THE  LATEST  FROM  SANTOS, 

We  are  indebted  lo  Captain  Froml,  the  secretary 
of  the  Shipmasters'  Society  of  London,  for  the  fol- 
lowing extinct  from  a  letter  received  yesterday  from 
a  correspondent  at  Santos  :  — 

"Tilings  in  Santos  are  as  Mack  as  ever  and  my 
predictions  are  coming  Inie.  Ships  are  arriving 
every  day  with  no  prospects  of  their  being  discharged 
for  the  next  13  months,  A  ship  which  entered  in 
Oclolier,  last  year,  was,  last  week,  No.  17  on  the 
list  for  a  birth  at  the  railway  wharf.  Yellow  jack 
has  never  quite  disappeared,  and  it  is  expected  the 
epidemic  will  breakout  again  in  full  lorce  soon. 
The  railway  company  are  doing  nothing,  or  next 
toil,  as  regards  the  coming  rush  owing  lo  some 
question  with  the  government  about  paying  for 
improvements  and  granting  concessions  to  other 
companies.  Merchants  have  been  holding  meetings 
and  making  suggestions,  but  what  can  they  do 
when  the  single  line  railway  is  quite  inadequate  for 
the  traffic  ?  There  has  been  rather  a  prelly  case 
going  through  the  law  courts  of  demurrage  between 
a  Russian  barque  and  a  local  merchant.  It  has 
gone  through  ail  the  courts  with  varying  successes. 
At  last  llie  captain  got  the  verdict  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  ihe  merchants  having  to  pay  (lie  two  years' 
demurrage  and  the  value  of  ship  at  the  dale  of 
arrival  ("she  being  useless  now,  owing  to  worms, 
etc.}.  Now  that  the  citse  has  at  last  been  decided 
the  friends  and  relatives  of  all  those  of  the  crew 
who  have  died  of  yellow  lever  (all  but  one)  are 
bringing  actions  against  the  mei  chants  for  damages. 
The  result  is  being  watched  for  with  interest,  as  il 
llie  court  in  this  case  make  the  merchants  which 
is  actually  Ihe  ship)  liable,  il  will  cause  quite  a 
revolution  in  shipping  matters,  and  a  great  number 
of  cases  will  surely  follow.  Insurance  companies 
at  home  should  be  cautious  how  they  lake  risks  of 
Brazilian  vessels,  as  the  government  compel  all 
men  sailing  in  the  merchant  service  to  pass  examin- 
ations, but  do  not  inquire  who  the  men  are.  The 
examination  is  one  that  any  one  will)  a  knowledge 
of  Ihe  language  can  pass,  whether  they  have  been 
at  sea  or  not.  We  have  had  a  case  of  a  steward 
passing,  and  going  as  captain  for  his  first  voyage 
on  deck,  In  another  instance  a  clerk  obtained  his 
certificate,  and  went  off  as  mate  of  a  sleamer. 
With  such  men  in  charge  can  you  wonder  at  lln 
number  of  accidents  we  have  bad  on  the  coast  this 
winter.  I  am  glad  to  say  not  a  single  accident  ha? 
occurred  on  board  ships  commanded  by  English-

THE  CURRENCY  QUESTION  IN  BRAZIL 
In  its  money  article  of  September  26th  Tin 
Times  publishes  llie  following  letter  on  the  currency 
question  in  Brazil  which  will  doubtless  be  interesting 
to  many  of  our  readers.  There,  arc  some  minor 
errors  of  statement  in  the  letter,  but  on  the  whole 
we  can  join  the  Times  in  recommending  it  to  the 
consideration  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
future  of  Brazil.  The  letter,  prefaced  by  an 
editorial  paragraph,  is  as  follows  :— 

The  great  importance  of  the  currency  difficult;' 
arising  out  of  Ihe  permission  given  to  private 
hanks  by  the  republican  government  of  lirazil  to 
issue  notes  in  lhat  country  renders  it  unnecessary 
to  offer  any  apology  lo  our  readers  for  the  length 
of  the  following  letter.  It  shows  on  the  face  of 
it  that  Ihe  writer  knows  what  he  is  writing  about, 
and  all  interested  in  the  future  of  Brazil  should 
give  clue  heed  to  his  remarks  : — 

Sept.  22,  1892. 

Sir, — In  the. last  days  of  ihe  reign  of  Dom  Pedro, 
when  exchange  was  at  and  slightly  over  par,  the 
total  paper  currency  issued  by  the  government  of 
Brazil  was  dbout  20  millions  sterling  nominal 
value.  The  only  inconvenience  experienced  was 
an  occasional  difficulty  in  changing  large  notes 
for  small  and  vice  versa,  as  trade  look  or  brought 
large  amounts  of  either  denomination  to  the  prin- 
cipal ports. 

It  is  necessary  to  remember  lhat  there  was  no 
coin  whatever— except  nickel  small  change— in  cir- 
culation, 

And,  remembering  that  the  total  of  the  export 
and  import  trades  of  ihe  .country  was  under  60  mil- 
lions sterling  in  value,  this  sum  of  20  millions 
of  currency  can  be  seen  to  have  been  ample; 
l  would  tiavc  been  redundant  in  a  smaller  country, 
>r  one  where  better  communications  made  currency 
circulate  more  quickly.

At  first  all  or  nearly  all  the  people  who  pos- 
sessed nnyltiing  siood  aloof ;  ihe  ministry  was 
Surrounded  by  all  the  out-at-etbows  speculators 
and  place-hunters,  who,  having  nothing  to  lose, 
tipped  to  gain  something  from  financial  changes, 
lite  dream  of  nil  Brazilians  who  want  money 
Without  working  for  it  is  a  place  or  a  concession 
that  they  can  sell.  In  the  time  of  the  empire, 
nearly  every  saleable  concession  possible  had 
been  given.  Shortly  before  its  fall,  a  very  fair 
ftrrnngemeiit  for  placing  the  currency  on  a  cold 
basis  ami  taking  the  note  issue  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  government  had  been  made  with  the  Banco 
International,  This  seems  to  have  drawn  the 
speculators'  attention  to  banking  concessions. 

The  minister  of  finance  was  an  ex-professor  of 
law  at  the  military  academy.  He  knew  less  than 
nothing  of  finance.  The  usual  pressure  for  con- 
cessions was  brought  to  bear  on  him,  and  the  usual 
arguments  to  show  that  the  country  bad  far  too 
little  currency.  He  fell  into  granting  all  sorts  of 
note-issue  concessions,  based,  some  on  n  deposit 
of  one-third  on  gold,  some  on  the  same  amount  in 
government  bonds. 

Bogus  companies,  the  laughing  stock  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  were  got  up,  hut  they  Tet  Rio  laugh  ami 
issued  their  notes,  making  Heaven  only  knows 
what  arrangements  aboul  the  deposits  with  the 
1 reasury . 

The  exchange,  which  at  first  fell  slowly,  came 
down  rapidly,  and  in  two  years  felt  Irani  2yd.,  par, 
t»  lOjid.,  a  fall  ol,  say,  60  per  cent.  Not  even 
the  Argentina  crash  equalled  this.  Then  people 
began  to  see  that  the  bogus  banks'  bill-cases  were 
llie  security  for  the  currency,  over  the  one-third 
deposited;  and  as  meanwhile  these  banks  had  job- 
bed in  all  sorts  of  improper  ways  and  had  visibly 
ost  much  money,  the  exchange  stayed  low  until 
lately  n  hope  has  arisen  lhat  the  government  may 
be  induced  to  takeover  the  responsibility  of  the 
entire  currency. 
That  is  why  exclnnge  is,  say,  10  per  cent,  higher. 
It  ought  lo  be  mentioned  here  that  it  is  firmly 
beheved  by  every  one  in  Brazil  that  ihe  deposits  of 
gold  have  been  used  by  the  government  for  its 
own  remittances  to  Europe,  and  that  little  or  uu 
gold  exists  in  the  Treasury. 

To  show  you  that  (his  is  no  highly-coloured 
picture,  I  may  point  out  lhat  the  shares  of  the 
Banco  da  Republics  issued  when  exchange  was, 
say,  23d.,  at  200  mil  rtfis  each,  are  now  worth 
about  85  mil  reis  each  at  an  exchange  of,  say, 
13d.  And  this  bank  is  an  issuer  of  over  So  millions 
sterling  nominal  value  of  notes,  with  only  one- 
tliird  of  the  value  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

Let  no  Brazilian  minister  deceive  himself  or  the 
English  buyer  of  stocks.  Il  is  not  possible  for  any 
country  legitimately  to  quadruple  its  note  currency 
in  two  years.  No  general  tranquillity,  no  stability 
of  government,  no  abundance  possible  of  trade 
bills,  will  make  such  a  volume  ol  paper  as  So  mil- 
lions sterling  good,  when  based  only  on  one-third 
ol  value  deposit,  and  on  bogus  shareholders'  lists, 
and  on  the  obligation  of  persons  and  companies 
sprung  up  in  a  day,  and  intrusted  with  binds  for 
speculations,  some  ridiculous,  all  hazardous,  and 
all  requiring  some  years  to  realize  profits,  even  if 
lliey  ever  make  one. 

At  first,  of  course,  ihe  usual  reasonable  result  of 
these  measures  was  pooh-poohed.  It  «lways  is. 
Now  that  is  perceived,  the  good  Brazilians  turn, 
as  always,  lo  the  government  10  save  them. 

And  Ihe  fear  is  that  the  government,  to  hide  its 
own  fault  in  the  matter,  may  consent  to  pledge  Ihe 
national  credit,  in  the  vain  hope  of  retrieving 
mailers.  *  b 

II  it  were  only  a  question  of  taking  over  the  cur- 
rency at  lad.,  abolishing  the  issue  banks,  and  pro- 
scenting  all  concerned,  there  might  be  some  reason 
in  it;  hut  that  a  people  which  has  experienced  the 
long  period  of  depression  that  followed  the  note 
issue  of  the  government  during  the  war  with  Par- 
aguay, should  think  that  ihe  whole  of  the  80  to 
90  millions  sterling  of  currency  could  ever  be  ab- 
sorbed in  their  generation,  so  as  to  raise  exchange 
to  par  or  near  it,  is  pitiful. 

Do  they  remember  that  it  is  based  011  nothing— 
on  deposits  spent  by  the  government,  on  the  assets 
of  banks  whose  shares  are  worth  in  sterling  less 
than  16  per  cent,  of  their  value  when  subscribed  ? 
So  that  if  the  government  took  over  the  currency 
without  limit,  il  would  be  accepting  a  liability  of 
between  40  and  50  millions  sterling,  with  a  reve- 
nue, all  told,  from  the  country's  taxation,  of  17  1/2 
millions ;  a  revenue,  which  lor  years  has  been 
insufficient  for  the  expenditure  ol  (he  country,  now 
largely  increased  since  the  republic,  by  the  in- 
crease in  pay  and  numbers  of  Hie  nrmy,  and  by 
further  large  additions  to  the  already  innumerable 
host  of  the  empregados  fublicos. 

Of  what  use  is  it  to  point  to  an  external  debt  of

These  three— stoppage  of  immigration  charges 
reduction  of  the  army,  and  stoppage  of  ihe  creation 
of  new  public  employments-will  do  more  to  reduce 
the  budget  ol  the  republic  than  any  rises  in 
exchange,  and  will  leave  them  a  larger  balance  with 
which  to  avail  of  the  rises  when,  and  if.  thev 
come.  '

accusation  that  will  surely  be  made  against  its

"Ah!  he  is  an  enemy  of  the  republic.  " 

It  is  not  so.  I  recognize  ihe  republic  as  the  only 
possible  government  of  the  future  in  Brazil  ana 
therefore  heartily  wish  it  every  prosperity.  But  I 
hope  lor  it  just,  a  wise,  and  an  economical  republic 
and  one  that  will  deal  with  the  present  crisis  with 
knowledge  ol  true  finance.

Unsavory  revelations  are  appearing  in  Buenos 
s.  Two  days  before  retiring  from  office  the 
Pellegrini  government  signed  an  order  nn  the 
Treasury,  which  was  kept  secret,  authorizing  ihe 
payment  of  $20,000,000  to  the  contractor  of  the 
new  port  works ,  Traces  have  also  been  discovered 
(if  (he  withdrawal  of  $1,500,000  of  deposits  from 
he  Banco  Nacional  by  the  Juarez  Celman  govern- 
ment. 

—The  President  of  Uruguay  lias  referred  to 
CoiigreM  the  controversy  over  the  properties  which 
were  named  ns  security  for  the  loan  to  the  Banco 
Nacional  by  ihe  Banco  de  Credito  Popular,  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro.  The  Banco  Hipotecario,  which  now 
holds  the  estate  of  the  defunct  Banco  Nacional, 
wants  to  sell  the  property  regardless  of  the  mort- 
gage, but  the  government  insists  that  Ihe  terms  of 
the  loan  still  hold  good  and  that  the  property 
can  not  be  sold  without  an  accord  with  Ihe  Rio 
bank.  It  is  said  that  Congress  has  decided  in  favor 
of  the  latter. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  22nd  to  the  Jor. 
ttat  do  Commereia  reports  an  interview  with  Silveira 
Martins  011  Rio  Grande  affairs.  The  old  political 
"war-horse"  declares  that  he  will  say  "nothing 
good  of  the  Brazilian  government  because  he  can 
not,  and  nothing  bud  because  he  ought  not."  He 
estimates  the  number  of  refugees  in  Argentine  and 
Uruguayan  territory  at  15,000.  He  considers  itii 
not  a  question  ol  ihe  monarchy,  or  of  the  republic, 
but  of  responsible  government.  He  says  the 
present  Brazilian  government  does  not  satisfy  Ihe 
aspirations  of  the  people. 

— Thousands  of  ratepayers  resist  the  collection  of 
water-rates  in  onr  city,  the  amount  of  which  is 
about  6,600,000  dollars  currency  or  ,£400,000  per 
annum.  This  is  about  14  shillings  yearly  per  in. 
habitant  for  a  daily  supply  of  zn  galtons,  whereas 
the  large  cities  of  F.urope  and  North  America  have 
double  that  supply  lor  five  or  six  shillings  per 
inhabitant.  The  waste  of  public  money  in  the 
Bateman  Legacy  transactions  is  now  bearing  fruit 
in  the  tremendous  burthen  of  these  water-rates, 
which  are  double  the  amount  of  property-tax  levied 
on  the  city,  and  are  almost  equal  to  all  Ihe  muni- 
cipal taxes  in  the  aggregate.— Buenos  Aires 
Standard,  Sept.  21. 

—The  event  of  the  fortnight  has  been  the  surren- 
der of  the  waterworks,  commonly  known  as  Hie 
Bateman  Legacy.  In  Mr.  Nyst miner,  the  govern- 
ment engineer.  Thus,  after  nearly  20  years  anil  a 
lavish  expenditure  of  £6,ono,000  sterling,  these 
incomplete  and  unsatisfactory  works  come  into  the 
hands  of  Ihe  national  executive.  The  water-supply 
averages  11,000,000  gallons  daily,  or  about  20 
gallons  per  head  ol  the  population.  Some  24,000 
houses  are  supplied,  and  I2,nOO  have  no  supply; 
among  the  latter  is  the  suburb  of  the  Boca,  where 
20,000  people  draw  their  only  supply  of  water 
from  filthy  wells,  infected  move  or  less  with  sewage 
matter.  That  locality  is  ripe  for  an  epidemic,  but 
nothing  can  stimulate  the  authorities  to  active 
measures.  Meantime  the  health  of  the  city  con- 
tinues  good,  the  death-rate  for  August  and  July 
having  been  much  under  the  average,  31  per  1,000, 

—  Buenos  Aires  Standard,  Oct.  4. 

— The  Paraguayan  government  lias  published  a 
long  list  of  agricultural  prizes  with  the  view  ol  in- 
ducing European  emigrants  lo  settle  in  the 
country  ;  for  example  a  bonus  of  £\2$  sterling  to 
anyone  producing  50  Ions  of  tobacco,  another  of 
^100  for  the  cultivation  of  15,000  coffee  plants. 
But,  we  do  not  honestly  believe  that  agricultural 
labors  in  Paraguay  are  suited  to  any  European 
settlers,  unless  from  Sicily,  Andalucia  or  other 
warm  climates.  It  is,  at  the  same  lime,  very 
certain  Hint  young  Englishmen  or  Germans  with  a 
capital  ol  ^"500  or  more  would  find  a  ready  and 
remunerative  employment  for  same  in  cattle- fa  lin- 
ing ;  land  may  be  bought  in  Hie  best  departments 
at  a  shilling  an  acre  or  ^30  per  square  mile,  and 
Ihe  ordinary  profits  of  callle-larming  arc  35  per 
cent,  yearly  on  the  capital  invested.  The  govern- 
ment is  selling  land  to  poor  settlers  at  sixpence  an 
acre,  and  giving  them  10  years  lo  pay  for  it,  but  we 
advise  our  countrymen  of  that  class  to  try  some  of 
the  British  colonies  instead.— Buenos  A 
Standard, 
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— The    Chaco    Indians   a 
settlements  of  that  territory. 

— The  Argentine  Senate  met  on  the  22nd  and 
resolved  that  the  national  government  ought  to 
intervene  in  the  affairs  ol  Santiago  del  Estero, 
where  a  successful  revolution  has  just  taken  place. 

— The  Argentines  are  afraid  that  the  new 
Chilian  minister  to  Brazil,  D.  Maximo  Lira,  is 
'charged  with  a  commission  to  propose  an  offensive 
and  defensive  treaty  between  the  two  countries 
against  Argentina, 

— Buenos  Aires  telegrams  of  the  19th  and  20th 
announce  a  revolution  in  Hie  province  of  Santiago 
del  Estero.  The  revolutionists  were  successful  at 
the  outset,  defeating  the  governor's  forces  and 
capturing  the  governor  and  vice-governor, 

—Considerable  feeling  has  been  aroused  in  Mon- 
tevideo over  the  action  of  the  chief  of  police  in 
refusing  to  permit  the  use  of  flags  without  a  spe- 
cial licence  Irom  him.  Apparently,  he  owns  the 
Uruguayan  flag  and  the  people  have  nothing  to  say 
about  it, 

—The  divergency  still  continues  between  the 
Montevideo  and  Buenos  Aires  health  boards,  much 
to  the  annoyance  and  loss  of  the  steamship 
companies.  It  not  infrequently  occurs  that  those 
passengers  which  land  in  Montevideo  arrive  in 
Buenos  Aires  by  the  river  steamers  a  full  week 
before  their  quarantined  fellow  travellers  who 
remained  on  board  the  ocean  steamers. 


Legislative  Notes 


OcrottEK  15.—  Senate.—  Senator  Saldanha  Mar- 
inho  moved  to  ask  for  a  copy  ol  the  report  of  llie 
treasury  Commission  that  examined  the  financial 
stale  of  the  municipal  council  of  the  city  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  The'  motion  was  voted, — Chamber  of 
Deputies.— Deputy  Garcia  Pi  res  offered  a  substitute 
for  the  revenue  till.  This  bill  raises  the  addi- 
tional duties  on  nearly  all  imports  to  8> 
Deputy  Chagas  Lobato  offered  an  amendment 
regulating  the  collection  of  the  stamp  tax.  De- 
puty Epitacio  moved  lo  inquire  why  the  census  has 
not  been  completed. 

Oct.  17.— Senate. — A  petition  was  received  from 
the  Associacao  Commercial  asking  for  the  repay* 
nietu  of  G5Q,S70$5fJ3  which  it  had  expended  in 
interest  on  the  loan  contracted  for  the  building  of 
the  new  Exchange,—  Chamber  0/ Deputies. — Depu- 
ties Chagas  I.ohato  and  Oliveira  Pinto  spoke 
against  Hie  bill  chartering  a  railway  between  Rio 
de  Janeiro  and  Entre  Rios,  and  Deputies  Furquim 
Werneck  and  Vinhaes  in  its  favor,  An  attempt 
was  made  to  take  llie  vote  on  the  bill  on  banks  of 
issue,  but  the  roll-call  showed  that  only  91  depi- 
ties  were  present.  Deputy  Montenegro  explained 
his  amendment  to  the  revenue  bill.  Its  object  is 
to  obtain  by  means  of  reprisals  reductions  in  forefcn 
tariffs  that  are  unfavorable  lo  Brazilian  products, 

Oct.  iS. Senate.— A  communication  was   e- 

ceived  Irom  the  municipal  chamber  of  Nicthei'iy, 
stating  that  that  chamber  had  counted  the  voes 
cast  at  the  senatorial  election  held  on  August  2st 
and  had  found  lhat  Hear. Admiral  Dyonisio  Mai- 
haes  Barrelo  had  been  elected  senator.  This  Com- 
munication refers  to  the  scat  occupied  by  Senaor 
Qnin tino  Bocayuva.  It  was  referred  to  the  ccn- 
millee  on  the  constitution.  The  committee  011 
finance,  in  view  of  statements  made  by  the  goven- 


,.,ent,  reported  in  favor  of 'retaining  some  of  llie 
items  which  ihe  Chamber  of  Deputies  had  sup- 
pressed in  the  budget  of  ihe  war  department.  In 
Hie  debate  on  the  budget  of  ihe  department  of 
finance  Senator  Ramlro  IWcellos  spoke  against  an 
amendment  providing  for  the  repayment  of  the  sum 
ol  *>59,S70$563  which  Ills  Associacio  Commercial 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  had  expended  on  account  of  its 
debt.  On  motion  of  Senator  Mnnoel  Victorino 
llie  amendment  was  referred  In  Hie  committee  on 
finance  for  the  purpose  of  being  framed  into  a 
separate  bill.—  Chamber  of  Deputies.—  The  bill  of 
Deputy  Erico  Coellto  on  banks  of  issue  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  ol  58  to  51.  That  of  Deputy  Seabra 
was  also  rejected  and  the  bill  of  the  budget  com- 
mittee was  passed  in  2nd  discussion  by  a  vote  of 
56  to  53.  The  bill  authorizing  the  government  to 
make  a  special  appropriation  ol  267,0411600  lor 
the  payment  of  expenses  with  the  Mntlo  Grosso 
revolution  was  put  to  the  vote,  but  less  than  a 
quorum  voted  on  llie  bill,  62  voting  in  its  favor  and 
30  against  it. 

OCT,  10. — Senate.—  The  Senate  received  from 
Ihe  Chamber  of  Deputies  lite  budget  of  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture,  as  voted  by  that  Chamber. 
The  amount  appropriated  lor  Hie  department  is 
73,37o,844$oii.  —  Chamber  of  Deputies.  —  The 
Chamber  voted  in  3rd  discussion  the  bill  author- 
izing the  government  to  make  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  267,O4l$6o0  for  payment  of  expenses  with 
the  Matto  Grosso  revolution.  The  bill  chartering 
a  railway  between  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Entre  Rios 
was  passed  by  a  vote  of  57  to  50.  The  road  re- 
verts to  the 'government  at  the  end  of  40  years 
without  compeiisalion,  and  may  lie  previously  ex- 
propriated.  In  the  meanwhile  30%  of  its  gross 
receipts  will  go  to  Ihe  government.  Deputy  Sea- 
bra,  in  making  a  motion  asking  for  information 
from  (he  government  in  regard  to  the  professorship 
of  political  economy  in  the  Pernambuco  law  school, 
accused  the  minister  ol  finance  of  lobbying  in  the 
Chamber  and  said  that  in  (he  time  of  the  monarchy 
there  were  more  guarantees  for  citizens  than  there 
are  under  the  present  republican  government. 
Deputy  Joao  de  Siqueira  added  that  in  the  time  of 
the  monarchy  there  was  morality  and  that  he  some- 
times longs  for  those  old  days. 

Oct.  20.— Senate. — SenotorJUbaldino  do  Amoral 
spoke  in  regard  to  the  prevalence  of  official  diso- 
bedience lo  law.  The  budgets  voted  by  Congress, 
be  said,  are  not  observed.  The  government  spends 
whatever  it  pleases.  The  constitution  and  the 
laws  carefully  delend  personal  liberty,  but  in 
practice  there  is  neither  liberty  nor  personal  secur- 
ity. Arbitrary  arrests  are  made  in  direct  violation 
of  the  law  and  no  one  is  called  to  account  for  this. 
The  greater  part  of  the  time  of  the  Supreme  Court 
is  absorbed  with  habeas  corpus  cases  result!  ng  from 
arbitrary  arrests.  The  police  authorities  are  even 
making  use  of  torture  to  extort  confessions  of  crime 
from  persons  arrested.  Was  it,  he  inquired,  to 
arrive  at  this  result  lhat  Hie  revolution  of  Novem- 
ber 151!)  changed  the  form  of  government?— 
Chamber  of  Deputies.— ■Deputy  Valladares  spoke 
of  the  had  management  of  the  Central  railway  and 
of  the  loss  which  results  therefrom  to  all  classes  of 
business.  Deputy  Thomaz  Dclfino  spoke  in  favor 
of  giving  l<!  the  tiiy  government  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
the  revenue  derived  "from  the  lax  on  the  transfer  of 
properly,  Deputy  Alexandre  Stockier  introdi 
a  bill  lor  establishing  agricultural  schools, 
committee  on  public  works  reported  in  favor  of  the 
bill  authorizing  the  government  to  contract  with 
Engineer  Melville  Horn  for  improvements  in  the 
harbor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

Oct.  21. — Senate. — Senator  Saldanha  Marinho 
spoke  in  regard  to  ihe  money  furnished  by  the 
government  lo  ihe  municipal  council  of  this  city  for 
supplying  Hie  market  with  beef.  He  wished  to 
know  by  what  authority  die  government  had  made 
use  of  this  money.  In  the  time  of  the  monarchy  cer- 
tain principles  were  respected,  because  then  there 
were  those  who  kept  ministers  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  law.  Senator  Arislides  Lobo :  — 
"  Reminiscences  ol  the  time  of  Ihe  monarchy  are 
getting  to  be  very  fashionable."  Senator  Saldanha 
Marinho:  "They  are  fashionable,  because,  in  my 
opinion,  the  present  republic  is  much  worse.  I 
was  a  republican  before  the  15th  of  November." 
Senator  Lobo  said  that  such  comparisons  are  ob- 
jectionable and  tend  to  discredit  and  weaken  the 
republic.  Similar  language  weakened  faith  in  the 
monarchy  and  led  to  Us  overthrow.  The  present 
situation  is  abnormal  and  the  government  is  excus- 
able if  it  sometimes  exceeds  the  limits  of  its 
authority.  As  to  the  rest,  concluded  the  speaker, 
as  matters  are  going,  I  really  do  not  know  what 
will  become  of  this  republic.  Senator  Saldanha 
Marinho:  "Exactly;  that's  the  point."  Senator 
Ubaldino  do  Amaral  said  that  the  municipal  coun- 
cil is  buying  beef  at  11$  an  airoba  and  selling  it  at 
9$.  The  Senate  voted  in  2nd  discussion  the  budget 
of  the  war  department.— Chamber  of  Deputies. — A 
bill  was  introduced  for  establishing  quarantine 
stations  at  I'ernatnbuco  and  Para.  Deputy  Vin- 
haes spoke  on  the  state  of  trade.  The  financial 
question  has  been  very  injudiciously  handled,  he 
said,  and  we  are  now  on  the  brink  of  a  panic.  He 
referred  to  the  services  rendered  by  ihe  Banco  do 
Brazil  and  regretted  that  the  government  had  been 
the  cause  ol  llie  circulation  of  reports  injurious  lo 
the  credit  of  this  bank.  The  budget  committee 
reported  in  favor  of  the  amendments  of  the  Senate 
to  die  budget  of  the  department  of  finance. 

Provincial  JSJotes 


— A  Junta  commercial  has  been  created  in  Sao 
Paulo  by  legislative  act. 

—A  Sao  Paulo  telegram  of  the  19th  says  that 
yellow  fever  is  increasing  at  Santos, 

—A  Porto  Alegre  telegrams  of  the  20th  says  that 
a  direct  steamship  line  between- Hamburg  and  that 
port  has  been  established. 

— According  to  the  Cohimertio  de  Pernambuco, 
the  force  of  the  partisans  of  the  state  legislature  at 
Trinmpho  is  estimated  at  1,000. 

— Our  Montevideo  exchanges  speak  in  the  high- 
er t  terms  of  Ihe  three  days-  celebration  there  of  the 
4001I1  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America. 

— There  were  730  deaths  in*  Santos  during  the 
months  of  July,  August  and  September,  of  which 
438- were  from  small-pox-  and  28'from  yellow  fever-. 


-The  inauguration  of  the  water-works  at  Vic- 
toria, Espirito  Santo,  occurred  on  the  22nd. 

— A  dwarf  is  on  exhibition  at  Manaos.     He  is 
said  to  be  fourteen  years  old,  to  weigh  only   10 
kilos  (22  lbs)  and  to  be  82  centimetres  (32^  inches) 
height. 

—Several  state  officials  left  Sao  Paulo  for  Santos 
on  the  19th  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  ques- 
tion of  sanitary  improvements  and  of  selecting  a 
uitable  site  for  a  lazaretto. 

— A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  18th  says  that 
Gen.  Tavares  is  about  lo  take  up  his  residence  at 
Bags'  and  that  he  asks  all  the  refugees  from  Rio 
Grande  to  return  to  that  state. 

—At  Santos  the  AssociacSo  Commercial  has  in- 
formed the  inspector  of  customs  that  it  is  ready  to 
aid  him  in  any  measures  he  may  adopt  for  putting 
an  end  to  thefts  of  merchandise. 

— The  Diatio  de  Santos  claims  to  be  informed 
that  there  are  in  English  ports  1,200,000  tons  of 
merchandise  ready  for  shipment  to  Santos,  The 
quantity  is  probably  exaggerated. 

—In  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  elections  for  governor 
and  the  state  legislature  will  be  held  on  the  20th 
prox.  and  for  four  members  of  Congress  on  the 
following  day.  It  would  be  too  much  work  for 
the  elector  to  do  all  this  voting  on  the  same  day. 

—The  directory  of  the  federalist  party  (the 
"  outs  ")  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  has  advised  absten- 
tion from  voting  in  the  approaching  election  for 
national  deputies.  It  is  a  rare  description  of 
patriotism  which  can  pursue  such  a  course  as  this. 

—The  governor  of  SSo  Paulo  hat  resolved  to 
increase  the  police  force  at  Santos  to  prevent  the 
constant  robberies  of  merchandise  there.  The 
losses  encountered  in  this  way  are  simply  incalcu- 
lable, and  it  is  impossible  to  trace  them  because  of 
the  delays  in  transportation. 

— The  Montevideo  Siglo  published  a  telegram 
from  Rivera  on  the  22nd  stating  that  a  party  of 
Kio  Grande  refugees  had  invaded  the  frontier  town 
of  Livramento,  but  had  been  repulsed  by  the  cus- 
toms guards,  losing  one  man  captured.  The 
affair  is  said  to  have  been  unimportant. 

—The  fortune  left  by  Barao  de  Itapoan,  who 
committed  suicide  some  days  ago  at  Bahia,  is  esti- 
mated at  800,000$.  This  fortune  goes  to  his  only 
daughter  Maria,  whom  in  his  will  he  desires  to 
marry  the  son  of  Judge  Francelino,  if  the  two 
should  become  attached  to  each  other. 

— A  so-called  "  court  of  honor "  has  been  created 
in  Sao  Paulo  to  decide  the  dispute  between  Drs. 
Vicente  de  Carvalho  and  Alfredo  Maia.  We  would 
suggest  to  the  court  the  advisability  of  deciding  in 
favor  of  a  sawdust  ring  and  a  fight  to  the  finish 
with  bare  knuckles  under  the  Marquis  of  Queens- 
bury  rules. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  importers  are  having  a  stand- 
ing "  surprise  party  "  now-a-days.  It  is  a  common 
thing  for  them  to  find  that  their  goods  cases  have 
been  opened  and  a  part  of  their  contents  removed, 
the  spaces  being  filled  with  bricks,  stones  and 
pieces  of  wood.  The  thefts  on  the  lines  beyond 
S.  Paulo  are  also  of  every-day  occurrence, 

—  The  steamer  Apart,  belonging  to  the  Mfttlre- 
pora  lime  company  of  this  city,  entered  the 'port 
of  Victoria  in  distress  on  the  18th,  having  no  coal 
to  continue  her  voyage  from  Pernambuco  to  Rio. 
The  governor  gave  permission  for  the  gas  company 
to  furnish  30  tons,  It  was  then  discovered  that 
the  steamer  had  sprung  a  leak,  which  made  it 
necessary  to  discharge  her  cargo. 

—The  Brazilian  press  is  having  just  now  a 
pretty  bad  quarter  of  an  hour.  At  Manaos  nearly 
all  the  papers  have  suspended  publication  for  fear 
of  the  military,  in  Santa  Catharina  the  Gazeta  de 
Itajahv  and  Blttmenaucr  Zeitung  have  been  op 
dered 'by  a  police  official  to  suspend  publication, 
and  in  Maranhao  the  governor  has  signed  the  bill 
giving  the  chief  of  police  authority  to  suspend 
newspapers  and  imprison  their  editors  from  10  to 
30  days  without  trial  whenever,  in  his  opinion, 
they  offend  public  decorum. 

— Telegrams  from  Pernambuco  on  the  22nd  an- 
nounced the  arrest  of  Dr.  Martins-  Junior,  for  com- 
plicity in  the  insurrection  against  the  authorities  of 
the  state.  He  admitted  his  sympathy  for  the 
insurrection,  and  claimed  immunity  from  arrest 
because  of  his  being  a  deputy  in  ihe  state  legisla- 
ture. He  was  subsequently  liberated.  The  city 
was  in  a  state  of  great  alarm  during  the  day  and 
business  was  almost  entirely  suspended.  What 
with  an  armed  revolution  in  the  interior  and  open 
opposition  in  the  capital,  the  situation  in  Pernam- 
buco musl  be  considered  extremely  critical.

Railroad    Notes 


— Al  Sniitos  linlf  of  the  large  new  warehouse  of 
Hie  S.  Paulo  Railway  Co.  lias  been  utmle  ready  lo 
receive  freight, 

—There  were  two  falol  rnilwny  accidents  al  Per. 
nnmlmco  on  Ihe  181I1,  a  genllemnn  being  run  over 
and  killed  on  llie  Ilelwiilie  line,  and  a  lady  on  the 
Li  mod  10  line. 

—A  S.  Paulo  lelecrnin  of  the  181I1  says  that  the 
Mogynna  railway  will  suspend  traffic  if  it  (ails  to 
receive  within  six  days  Ihe  conl  belonging  to  it  nt 
■Santos.  The  KioClitro  railway  is  Using  wood  OB  fuel. 

—The  new  rales  on  Ihe  Central  line  are 
hurdensnmely  high,     A  government  which  rinds  it 

necessary  lo  charge  such  rates,  ought  to  lie  content 
lo  retire  from  business.     A  jnivnle  company  could 

do  much  belter, 

—The  action  of  Ihe  minister  of  agriculture  in  re- 
voking the  special  rates  allowed  lo  connecting 
railways  in  virtue  of  Ail.  So  of  its  freight  regula- 
tions, lias  elicited  a  protest  from  ihe  president  of 
Minus  Geraes,  and  the  minister  has  ordered  Ihe 
director  ol  the  railway  to  report  on  llie  subject. 

—The  Banco  Constructor  do  Brazil  has  asked 
the  Espirito  Smilo  legislature  for  an  additional 
guaranue  on  ihe  capital  employed  in  the  construc- 
tion ol  the  Victoria  anil  Pecanha  line,  on  which 
work  was  officially  inaugurated  a  few  days  ago.  It 
is  a  peculiar  way  to  do  business,  surely  ;  first 
begin  work,  and  then  ask  for  more  guarantee. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  approved,  with 
restrictions,  the  definite  surveys  lor  the  first  five 
kilometres  of  the  Mogyaua  railway  out  of  Santos. 
It  is  a  new  departure,  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  for 
the  government  to  accept  surveys  in  such  small 
sections,  and  this,  therefore,  may  be  considered 
an  indication  of  Minister  Serzedello's  purpose  (o 
carry  his  point  regardless  of  all  opposition, 

— Il  is  much  to  be  feared  that  Congress  looks 
upon  ihe  capitalist  as  a  very  green  specimen  of  a 
natural  horn  fool.  A  short  time  ago  a  bill  was 
presented  to  ihe  Chamber  authorizing  the  sale  of 
all  Ihe  government  railways,  except  the  Central. 
As  they  are  all  worthless,  except  the  Central,  their 
sale  will  not  easily  be  effected  unless  some  company 
organizer  takes  them  up  during  a  speculative  boom. 
The  latest  measure,  however,  to  show  bow  liber- 
ftlly  the  legislator  can  treat  tiie  investor,  is  llie 
proposal  to  charter  a  railway  between  ill  is  city  and 
Entre  ltios,  which  stipulates  (hat  llie  line  is  lo 
revert  to  the  government  at  llie  end  ol  40  years, 
that  it  may  be  previously  expropriated,  thai  it  may 
be  restricted  and  fiscaliaed  in  the  customary  way, 
and  that  30  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts  must  go 
to  the  government.  How  a  road,  even  under  the 
'best  of  management,  can  earn  a  dividend  under 
such  conditions,  is  a  problem  that  only  n  deputy 
■can  explain.  Investors  often  show  themselves  to 
be  very  trusting  and  fooli-sh,  but  they  will  deserve 
premiums,  everyone  of  them,  if  they  invest  money 
■on  such  absurd  conditions  as  these. 


Hospital  Notes. 


— The  Buenos  Aires  municipality  is  proposing  to 
'establish  another  hospital,  to  he  named  alter  Chris- 
topher Columbus,  and  to  set  apart  $100,000  fur 
■that  purpose  providing  the  public  will  subscribe  an 
■equal  sum. 

—The  September  returns  ol  the  British  hospital 
at  Montevideo  show  that  18  patients  were  admitted 
during  the  month,  and  21  remained  Hurler  treatment 
for  October.  There  was  one  death  dining  the 
.month  a  sailor  from  the  Ik.  str.  Muriel. 

—The  city  of  Buenos  Aires  has  15  hospitals  with 
3,200  heels,  which  gives  a  ratio  of  beds  to  popula- 
tion equal  to  that  ol  Paris,  or  double  that  of  Lon- 
don. It  is  estimated  that  these  2,200  beds  will 
accommodate  24,000  patients  dining  the  year. 

—Some  lime  ago  a  number  of  ladies,  who  are 
warmly  interested  in  llie  Strangers'  Hospital, 
initiated  a  project  lor  presenting  a  flag  lo  that 
institution,  the  design  to  be  selected  from  drawings 
presented  by  themselves,  and  ihe  expenses  to  be 
defrayed  by  subscriptions  offered  by  the  ladies. 
The  designs,  14  in  number,  have  now  been  sent 
in  to  the  directory,  logcther  with  the  sum  ol  120$ 
which  have  been  subscribed  to  cover  the  expense. 
The  subscribers  to  this  fund,  from  which  the 
married  ladies  have  (bus  far  been  excluded,  are  as

Local  Notes 

— It  is  reported  that  a  steamship  company  is  lo 
be  organized  here  lo  run  to  Eastern  ports  for  the 
purpose  ol  transporting  Asiatic  laborers. 

—A  meeting  ol  the  autonomista  parly,  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Francisco  Porlella,  ex-governor 
of  the  stale,  was  held  in  Nictheroy  on  the  23rd. 
Us  object  was  to  adopt  a  programme. 

—An  alarming  rumor  is  afloat  to  the  effect  llml 
Ihe  government  lias  resolved  not  lo  fill  the  tmw 
vacant  post  of  vice-admiral.  Mow  we  are  to  get 
along  without  such  a  dignitary,  we  cannot  imagine. 

—The  promise  of  Vice-President  Floriano  Pcix- 
oto  lo  investigate  the  wretched  administration  of 
the  Central  railway,  has  as  yet  borne  no  fruit. 
Apparently  the  trouble  was  liquidated  with  ihe 
promise. 

—The  occupation  of  ihe  burglar  ought  lo  he  a 
paying  one  here  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Hardly  a 
night  passes  without  a  successful  adventure  of  that 
description,  and  it  is  very  rare  that  ihe  criminals 
are  caught. 


—\  he  organ  recital  nt  the  English  church,  which 
was  to  have  laken  place  last  week,  was  postponed 
to  Friday  evening  next,  at  half  po.lt  8  o'clock. 

—According  lo  a  telegram  from  La  Paz,  Bolivia, 
there  nre  Indication!  of  llie  presence  of  Col.  I'irn- 
gibe  In  that  unhappy  country.  The  iirinting-office 
of  ihe  Commh,  of  Cochainbambn,  lind  been  invaded 
and  destroyed. 

—A  police  investigation  into  recent  thefts  in 
Hotel  Freilas  has  resulted  in  ihe  discovery  in  the 
boxes  of  two  former  servants  of  a  considerable 
number  of  articles  belonging  in  the  hotel,  and  many 
articles  of  clothing  with  diverse  marks, 

—A  Spaniard  who  had  been  sent  to  the  Miseri- 
cordiain  August  with  a  broken  leg,  died  on  llie 
18th  from  "  infec(do  palusUe  giavt,"  How  a 
malarial  attack  could  have  resulted  in  a  hospital 
from  a  broken  leg  we  cannot  understand. 

—After  mature  reflection  Col.  DlonUioCerqueira, 
the  Brazilian  representative  in  the  Missiones 
boundary  arbitration,  left  for  Southampton  on  the 
23rd  on  the  Royal  Mail  packet  Tamar,  After  the 
customary  visit  to  Paris,  he  will  proceed  to 
Washington, 

—There  was  a  meeting  of  Rio,  Minna  and  S. 
Paulo  planters  in  litis  city  on  Thursday  last  lo 
deliberate  on  practical  means  for  introducing  Ihe 
Chinese  laborers.  As  ihe  grapes  are  hanging 
somewhat  high,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
study  the  problem  and  report  at  a  meeting  appointed 
for  yesterday, 

—The  Run  da  Misericordia  has  been  closed  lo 
vehicles  after  midday,  so  that  the  deliberations  of 
'he  Chamber  of  Deputies  may  not  be  disturbed. 
At  4  o'clock,  however,  ihe  llalalhao  Academic© 
Comes  Into  Ihe  Largo  do  Paco  and  amuses  itself 
with  firing  practice,  during  which  the  deputies  can 
not  hear  themselves  Ihink. 

—The  Maranhao  state  legislature  has  passed  a 
law,  which  the  governor  has  sanctioned,  conferring 
on  the  chief  of  police  the  right  to  suspend  news- 
papers and  impose  penalties  on  their  editors, 
whenever  in  his  opinion  they  have  offended  public 
order  and  decorum .  This  law  is  not  only  in  viola- 
tion of  the  constitution,  but  it  confers  so  arbitrary  a 
power  on  an  executive  officer  that  the  liberty  of  the 
press  in  Maranhao  will  be  practically  impossible. 

—The  true  anniversary  of  llie  discovery  of 
America  was  not  celebrated  here.  No  allowance 
was  made  for  the  change  to  ihe  Gregorian  syslem, 
consequently  the  I2lh  of  the  present  day  corres- 
ponds lo  ihe  2nd,  or  3rd,  of  llie  time  when 
Columbus  made  his  eventful  voyage  across  the 
Atlantic,  It  doesn't  make  so  very  much  difference 
what  day  we  celebrate,  however,  providing  we  do 
not  deceive  ourselves  as  lo  the  facts  in  the  case. 

—Among  the  passengers  which  left  for  Europe 
on  Ihe  Tamar  was  Dr.  John  E.  Hill,  who  has  been 
making  the  prelimmaiy  surveys  for  sanitary  im- 
provements in  Santos.  These  surveys  are  to  be 
snbmilled  lo  Professor  Fuertes,  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, for  ihe  elaboration  of  a  definite  scheme,  which, 
after  being  submitted  to  various  engineering  ami 
sanitary  experts,  will  be  presented  lo  the  slate 
government  ol  Sao  Paulo  for  its  approval  and 
execution. 

—The  inlendeiites  who  resigned  the  oilier  day, 
seem  lo  have  repented.  They  all  appeared  at  the 
council  meeting  on  the  20th,  bill  as  ihe  president 
of  the  council  declined  to  meet  them,  they  had  lo 
consider  themselves  sat  upon  and  went  away  tin- 
satisfied.  The  action  ol  ihe  minister  of  inlerior  ill 
deciding  that  no  action  can  be  laken  by  the  iuten- 
denles  without  the  presence  of  the  president,  needs 
explanation,  by  the  way,  as  the  minister  knew  that 
Dr.  Murrain  had  refused  to  atlend  the  meetings  of 
the  council.  There  is  evidently  a  very  unsavory 
scandal  about  lliis  business. 

— It  is  all  right,  nl  course  ;  but  il  is  just  as  well 
lo  know  that  llie  national  industry  is  alive  and  full 
of  patriotic  activity.  We  do  not  refer  to  llie 
national  matches  for  which  the  match  wood  is 
imported  cut  and  ready  for  dipping,  but  to  the 
manufacture  of  popular  foreign  liquors.  We  saw 
about  a  score  of  nice  new  boxes  the  other  day,  just 
from  the  carpenter  shop,  on  which  the  brands  ol  a 
popular  description  of  "Vermouth"  stood  out  in 
bold  relief.  When  we  think  what  vile  decoctions 
are  made  and  sold  in  this  market,  under  legal 
protection,  wc  can  not  help  wondering  bow  it  is 
that  water  has  not  become  more  popular. 

— A  fatal  and  most  distressing  accident  occurred 
on  (lie  Botanical  Garden  tramway,  near  llie  en- 
trance 10  the  1'asseio  Publico,  on  the  I9II1  inst. 
Two  old  people  from  llie  country,  Custodio  Leite 
Ribeirn  and  his  wife,  aged  70  and  65  years  res- 
pectively, accompanied  by  a  grandchild,  named 
Adetia,  alighted  from  a  Carris  Urbanos  tram  lor  the 
purpose  of  visiting  the  garden.  The  child  some- 
liow  got  in  front  of  an  approaching  horse-car,  and, 
being  Irighlened,  was  knocked  down  and  trampled 
upon.  The  old  people,  seeing  her  danger,  both 
started  to  her  assistance  and  got  in  front  of  an 
approaching  electric  car.  Every  effort  was  made 
to  slop  the  car,  but  in  vain;  both  were  knocked 
down  and  crushed  under  llie  wheels.  The  old 
lady  was  instantly  killed  and  the  old  man  died 
before  reaching  llie  hospital. 


THE  NEW  CABLE. 
The  formal  inauguration  of  the  South  American 
Cable  Co's  service  between  Brazil  and  the  coast  of 
Africa  occurred  on  llie  20th  inst.  The  new  cable  has 
a  total  length  of  2,103  marine  miles,  the  extension 
from  I'eriianibuco  to  the  island  of  Fernando  de 
Noronlia  being  347  miles,  and  that  from  this  island 
to  S.  Luiz  de  Senegal,  on  llie  coast  of  Africa,  bting 
1,756  miles.  At  Senegal  the  new  cable  connects 
wiih  Ihe  Spanish  National  Submarine  Telegraph 
Co's  line  which  runs  to  Cadiz,  touching  at  Tener- 
iffe  and  llie  Canaries,  ami  at  Cadiz  messages  will 
liass  to  the  Eastern  Telegraph  Co's  lines  for  Great 
Britain,  and  to  the  cable  systems  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean. The  head  office  of  ihe  new  company  is 
located  in  London,  and  its  legal  representative  in 
Brazil  is  Dr.  Leilao  da  Cuiiha.  The  rates  estab- 
lished are  six  lo  seven  francs  a  word  from  Pernam- 
buco  lo  the  principal  points  of  Europe, .theexchange 
up  to  end  of  December  being  fixed  al  400  reis  per 
franc,  which  gives  a  very  great  reduction  from  Llie 
rates  heretofore  ruling.  The  press  will  enjoy  50 per 
cent,  discount.

—The  Companhia  National  de  Crdcado  r.

—During  Ihe  month  of  September  4,510  bales 
of  hay  were  cleared  at  Rosarin,  Argentina,  for  the 
port  of  Santos,  and  66,703  hales  (io  vessels)  for 
Rio  de  Janeiro. 

— A  protection  amendment  to  the  budget 
estimates  was  adopted  in  the  Chamber  yesterday, 
adding  30?'  on  cotton  fabrics,  30%  on  gold  wmk, 
20<l;(  011  silver  work  anil  15%  on  oilier'  jewellery, 
"I'd  30%  on  furniture. 

—The  well-known  firm  of  Singlehurst  &  Co.,  of 
CearS,  has  gone  into  liquidation,  and  will  be  suc- 
ceeded by  Ilolderness  and  Salgado,  commission 
merchants  and  agents  for  the  Red  Cross  and 
Booth  steamship  lines. 

I  -:The  United  States  and  Bratil  Mail  Steam 
Ship  Co.  has  issued  a  circular  announcing  the 
lease  for  a  term  of  years  of  the  Trapiche  Sande, 
which  will  be  improved  and  supplied  with  steam 
machinery  for  handling  all  classes  of  merchandise. 
The  tinpiche  will  be  licensed  a  customs  warehouse. 

—The  export  of  hay  from  Baliia  Blanca  is 
becoming  quite  a  large  business,  Ten  thousand 
trusses  were  shipped  the  other  day  together  with 
caille  and  pigs  for  Rio  de  Janeiro,  to  which  port 
most  of  the  hay  is  sent  at  present.  The  increase  in 
the  shipment  of  grain  from  Baliia  Blanca  is 
noteworthy,  Last  year  400.000  kilos  only  left  the 
port,  while  this  year  17,000,000  kilos  have  been 
shipped  to  dale.—  Spott  ami  Pastime,  Buenos 
Aires,  Oct.  12th. 

—  Last  week  we  mentioned  that  Messrs.  Barros, 
Teixeirn,  and  Co.  had  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Ihejiiunicipalily  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  Ihe  supply  of 
IO,ooo  head  of  caille  monthly.  On  Saturday 'last 
Ihe  first  consignment  arrived  nt  La  Plata  for 
shipment.  Messrs.  Teixeirn  and  Co.  have  lately 
purchased  very  largely  at  twelve  cents  per  kilo, 
live  weight,  delivered  in  La  Plata.  Several 
breeders  have  been  visiting  the  port  with  the 
object  of  seeing  for  themselves  the  class  of  animals 
required  for  this  new  trade,  and  also  to  witness 
the  embarkation  of  the  caille.  —  Sport  ami  Pastime 
Buenos  Aires,  Oct.  121I1.

Coffee— The  violent  fl  net  Italians  in  exchange  during  llio 
past  week  naturally  unsettled  the  collee  market,  bnt  there 
appeared  to  be  business  doing  nearly  every  day,  and  quota- 
lions  were  sharply  advanced  until  iG!j6io  per  arruba  for  No.  7 
wan  quoted  on  the  aist.  On  Saturday  however,  the  exchange 
market  recovered  dam  its  excitement  and  rates  hardened 
sufficiently  to  somewhat  alatm  the  collee  dealers,  who,  it  is 
reported,  would  have  sold  at  about  i5$aoo  pernrrobafor 
No.  j,  although  very  little  business  was  reported  on  this 
basis.  This  morning  exchange  is  higher  again,  and  is  firm 
at  the  advance,  and  the  coflce  market  is  flat  with  quotations 
nominal.  Thanks  10  the  arrival  of  three  steamers  coast  wise, 
the  receipts  for  the  week  are  satisfactory,  but  the  entries  by 
rail  arc  less  and  less  assuring.  As  shipment-  have  been  good 
again,  the  stock  shows  a  further  reduction  of  about  5,000 
bags  for  die  week.  From  Santos  a  fair  movement  is  reported 
with  sales  or  87,000  bags  during  the  week.  As  to  the  near 
fuiure  of  the  market  opinions  are  divided,  hut  there  seems  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  the  hopeless  condition  of  the  railway  is 
a  strong  feature  in  favor  of  the  factors,  and  that  these  will 
work  it  to  maintain  prices.
